Deterrent to Crime 


By Justice Lewis L. Fawcett, New 
York State Supreme Court. 


T takes whole pages in the press 

daily to recount the crimes of 
racketeers, gunmen, gangsters, and 
other enemies of society, of the 
evening before. During my experi- 
ence of more than twenty-five 
years, I have passed sentence on 
more than eight thousand persons 
convicted of crime. Very few were 
members of, or attendants at, any 
church or Sunday school. 


However, the evil-doer realizes 
the important relation of the church 
to society and turns to it for help 
when in danger of being deprived 
of his liberty. In 1910, Stanislao 
Pettanza and Maria Rappa were 
indicted, charged with kidnaping 
Joseph Longo and Michael Rizzo, 
who were held for $30,000. Dur- 
ing the trial of Pettanza, the pas- 
tor of a church stated that the 
gang insisted he make an effort to 
help in the case. Maria Rappa, af- 
ter conviction, when asked her re- 
ligion, responded: “I do not know 
what the inside of a church looks 
like.” 


Church’s Influence Lost 


Abe Lewis, noted gang leader, 
was convicted of robbery. A pastor 
called and told me that members 
of the Lewis gang threatened to 
kill him, if he did not make an ap- 
peal for clemency. 

An attorney, convicted of for- 
gery, said before going to prison: 
“My downfall commenced when I 
left the church.” A youth of 18, 
convicted of murder, said: “My 
downward career started when I 
stopped going to Sunday School.” 

Scores of young men, convicted 
of crime, have declared the first 
fatal step toward ruin was leaving 
Sunday School, No child can have 
a fair American chance without re- 
ligion. Children cannot have too 
much education based in the plain 
teachings of Jesus. 

The total crime bill in this coun- 
try annually equals our national 
budget in money, and a value in 
ruined lives far beyond all possible 
computations. It would cost many 
times that if the churches were 
closed. There would be a carnival 
of crime in the land. Blackhand- 
ers, white-slavers, highwaymen, 
burglars, bigamists, and the habi- 
tues of the underworld are un- 
churched. 


Value of the Church 


The records of the civil courts 
also furnish abundant proof of the 
value of the Church to society. This 
is especially true of the Matrimon- 
ial Court. In the several thousand 
cases disposed of by me, not in a 
single case were both parties to the 
suit active members of a church, 
and in the majority of cases neith- 


ler attended any church. Invariably, 


the guilty party did not go to any 
church. 

The divorce evil in the United 
States is growing at an alarming 
pace. The absence of religion in 
the home means the loss of one of

HE ceremonies of the Mass ex- 

emplify a wise utilization of 
the fundamental principle of phy- 
siological psychology, namely, that 
bodily postures and movements ex- 
ercise a powerful influence in the 
evocation of definite psychical atti- 
tudes. Let us scrutinize briefly the 
action at the consecration, which 
is the most important part of the 
sacrifice of the Mass, and observe 
how superbly the Church presses 
this fundamental principle of psy- 
chology into the service of religious 
worship. 

The acolyte has rung a little bell 
to summon the attention of all the 
congregation to the soul-stirring 
scene that is about to be enacted 
before them. Then the celebrant 
takes bread in his hands, blesses it 
and bending low over it pronounces 
the sublime words of consecration, 
which Christ Himself used at the 
Last Supper. Note how the whole 


The Mind is 
Helped by Faith 


AITH springs from a divine 

grace, and rests upon the word 
of God. Just as the eye is so form- 
ed and fitted that it needs the ob- 
jects of the visible world to ter- 
minate upon, and as light is the 
condition of sight, so is it with this 
grace of faith. 

The unseen world, which contains 
the objects of faith, is necessary 
to the exercise of faith, and we 
know them only from the light of 
the revelation of God. Saint Paul 
says, in the eleventh chapter of 
the Epistle to the Hebrews, “without 
faith we should not have known 
how to please God,” 

The light of reason by itself, in- 
deed, suffices to demonstrate the 
existence of God as an intellectual 
problem; but over and above that

corporal attitude of the priest, the 
bent body, the bowed head, the 
eyes focused intently upon the up- 
raised bread soon to be changed 
through a miracle of divine power 
into the body and blood of Christ, 
induces a mental “set” of quiver- 
ing attention and rapt absorption. 
What an effective antidote is 
found in this tense physical pos- 
ture against distractions and day- 
dreaming which come so readily 
when the corporal attitude is one 
of ease and relaxation. The bodily 
posture, the nervous set, the focus- 
ing of the senses, all converge as 
so many powerful stimuli to pro- 
voke the greatest possible mental 
concentration upon the significance 
of the momentous words of con- 
secration which the celebrant pro- 
nounces so slowly and so deliber- 
ately: “For this is My Body”. 


Concentration of Attention 


The celebrant genuflects imme- 
diately to manifest through his 
corporal action the adoration which 
he renders with his whole heart 
and soul to his Eucharistic Lord. 
Then he raises the Sacred Host 
aloft before the eyes of the rapt 
congregation so that they too may 
adore and articulate the deep senti- 
ments of faith and love which are 
stirring in their souls with the 
heartfelt ejaculation “My Lord and 
my God.” 

After replacing the Holy Euch- 
arist upon the altar the celebrant 
genuflects again, thus emphasizing 
in an outward physical manner the 
adoration and worship which 
should now be rendered to the Eu- 
charistic King. The same corporal 
postures and movements are re- 
enacted in the consecration of the 
chalice of wine into the Body and 
the Blood of the Lord, During the 
consecration the faithful kneel, fol- 
lowing with rapt attention and pro- 
found devotion the various acts in 
the consecration occurring before 
them.

PROPOS of the discussions en- 

gendered by the last Christ- 
mas Encyclical of the Holy Father, 
and of the discussions which are 
always on relating to private judg- 
ment in thé interpretation of Holy 
Scripture, the views expressed & 
few years ago by Dr. Glenn Frank, 
President of the University of 
Wisconsin, and a non-Catholic, are 
very timely.

The Reformation did not create 
a unified something called Protes- 
tantism that can be isolated and 
studied as one may isolate and 
study Roman Catholicism, which is 
a unified and coherent thing. 

Our Protestant denominations, 
like our two major political par- 
ties, are the artificially animated 
ghosts of dead issues. Their sep- 
arate existences are not justified 
by realities. There is as great var- 
iety of temperament and as great 
diversity of opinion within our poli- 
tical parties as between our politi- 
eal parties, within our denomina- 
tions as between our denominations. 
They have outlived the reasons 
that called them into existence. 
They are held together by inertia, 
by pride of organization, and by 
the power, often the unconscious 
power, of vested interests. The 
various denominations of Protes- 
tantism. are no more making uni- 
que or distinctive contributions to 
the advancement of religion than 
the Democratic and Republican 
parties are making unique or dis- 
tinctive contributions to the ad- 
vancement of good government. 
Religious denominationalism is to 
the spiritual future of the = race 
what political nationalism is to the 
social future of the race, an obso- 
lete conception standing in the way 
of that “moral and intellectual re- 
union of mankind” that is the old 
valid goal of history. 

The Reformation denied

Uncle Dave Tells Jack the Story of 
Missions San Carlos Borromeo 
at Carmel

“Of the mission church San Carlos, 
Builded by Carmelo’s Bay, 
There remains an ivied ruin 
That iz crumbling fast away.”

pleasing picture. Above a. large 
and beautifully carved entrance, 
there is a. primitively-made star- 
shaped window. On each corner of 
the facade is a tower. The south- 
ern tower, the larger of the two, 
is a staunch square structure. Its 
epg-shaped, moss-covered dome is 
surmounted by an iron-work cross. 
Tradition tells us that this cross 
was made by one of the Indians of 
the mission settlement while the 
church was under construction. The 
belfry of this tower is reached by 
an outside stone stairway. It was 
there, on our visit, that we found 
the mission guide feeding the beau- 


“Those lines came to mind, Jack, 
as we left the quaint little town, 
Carmel-by-the-Sea, on our Way to 
the Mission. Through the trees, 
at the crest of the pine-covered hill, 
about a half-mile south of the town, 
we caught a glimpse of the moss- 
covered, cross-crowned dome of the 
Mission. A few steps further and 
the whole mission building burst 
into view. ; 

“The Mission of San Carlos, 
Pride of Padre Serra, lay before 
our eyes. Its great chalk rock 
ruins, silhouetted, half against the 
green of the fields of Carmel Val- 
ley, half against the beautiful wat- 
ers of the not far distant bay, 
makes a scene that bears no repro- 
ducing however skilled the pen or 
brush.

“Is it big like St. James Cathe- 
dral, Uncle Dave?” 

“Interiorly it is only 165 feet 
long, 29 feet wide and 40 feet high. 
Yt has been given the title—‘Cathe- 
dral of California’—not for its size, 
Jack, but on account of the historic 
and religious interest that sur- 
rounds its crumbling walls. As of- 
ficial residence of the venerable 
Junipero Serra, first Padre-presi- 
dente of the Missions, San Carlos 
is truly the first ‘Cathedral of Cali- 
fornia’.” 

“But doesn’t a Cathedral always 
belong to a bishop, Uncle Dave?” 

“Generally, Jack, but Padre 
Serra, although he was not a bish-

tiful white pigeons that nest under 
the eaves of the church roof above. 
“Inside the lower part of the 
southern bell tower is the baptis- 
try—a small room with arched ceil- 
ing and carved ‘columns. Next to 
the baptistry is the chapel, with its 
beautiful ornate doorway, the de- 
light of artists and architects who 
visit the Mission in increasing num- 
bers each year. On the wall, in 
the chapel, is an original fresco.” 
“What is a fresco, Uncle Dave?” 
“It is a painting in water-colors 
made on fresh plaster, a method 
very popular in the days of the 
Padres. The fresco in the chapel 
at San Carlos contains a prayer in 
Spanish, which translated reads: 


**O, Heart of Jesus, 
ing and shining, 
Kindle and illumine me with Thy 
Divine Love. 
Angels and Saints, let us praise the 
Heart of Jesus.’

“Padre Serra, himself, selected 
the site of his future ecclesiastical 
seat and official dwelling-place— 
Mission San Carlos—in the year 
1770. Actual construction did not 
begin, however, until August, 1771. 
The workers, under the zealous 
leadership of Padre Serra, erected 
in four months a temporary church, 
the padres’ dwelling, a guard house 
and corrals for the stock. They 
then built a stockade all around 
the little settlement to protect them 
from attacks by hostile Indians. 

“The present stone church-—an 
unfulfilled dream of Padre Serra— 
was begun in 1793. The chalk rock 
used in building the sacred old 
structure is very plentiful around 
Carmel. Large blocks of it were 
quarried and hauled to the chosen 
site and placed in position by the 
Indians under the direction of the 
Padres. Manuel Estevan Ruiz, a 
master mason, superintended. He 
came to the Mission in 1792 to in- 
struct the natives in the art of 
stone-carving and masonry. His 
pupils, the Indians of Carmel, un- 


der the able guidance of the Padres, 


built a gem of mission architecture, 
which was dedicated in September, 
1797, by Padre-presidente Lasuen, 
to San Carlos Borromeo (Saint 
Charlies Borromeo), a zealous Arch- 
bishop of Milan, who died Novem- 
ber 4, 1584. This day is celebrat-

They have nothing to say against propaganda in 
favor of birth control, while they take a determined 
stand against propaganda which would mitigate appe- 
tite control. 


England’s Home Secretary, Mr. H. Samuel, re- 
eently commented on the great increase in certain 
‘classes of crime in Great Britain, and recommended 
for its diminution “a general improvement in social 
conditions”, but he did not tell us how these social 
conditions could be improved. They cannot be im- 
proved by working from the top down, but only from 
the bottom up. 

In other words, in England, as in the United 
States, the lamentable social conditions are due to a 
lack of training of the conscience of the young through 
religious education. 


The months of April and May each year are the 
months of competitive contests among the schools, 
public and parochial. There are spelling contests, 
elocution contests, essay contests, etc. 

Catholic schools welcome these contests, even 
though one would suppose they would labor under 
serious handicaps, because there are a dozen public 
schools to every parochial school, and, therefore, a 
dozen times as many children from which the public 
schools may make their selection. Yet in practically 
every part of the country Catholic parochial schools 
have carried away the first contest prizes. 

Recently a spelling contest was conducted in Chi- 
cago under the auspices of the DAILY TIMES. When 
the time arrived for the finals, there were 64 pupils 
left, 46 of whom were from the Catholic schools, 14 
from the public, and 4 from the Lutheran schools. 
Here is efficiency obtained at about twenty per cent of 
the price which it costs in the public schools, a fact which 
educators might well keep in mind in making the neces- 
gary reductions in the school budgets this year. Too, the 
success of our parochial school children in competitive 
contests is the best argument against those who maintain 
that the Catholic schools are inferior to the public 
schools.

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MSGR. FLYNN, NEW FRENCH BISHOP, 
DESCRIBES HIS IRISH ANCESTRY, FAITH

Paris.—Interesting facts con- 
eerning his Irish ancestry. and 
touching memories of the excellent 
Christian education he received in 
the bosom of his family were re- 
lated by Msgr. Patrick Flynn, Bis- 
hop-elect of Nevers, in an exclusive 
interview granted this correspond- 
ent. 

Monsignor Flynn has for some 
years been practically the pastor 
of the American colony in Paris, 
the orator at all American and 
Irish religious ceremonies which, 
as a rule, took place in his church 
—the Madeleine. Throughout the 
interview just accorded, Monsignor 
Flynn spoke with that amiable 
simplicity that has endeared him to 
the hearts of Parisians. 

“My father,” he sajd, “was from 
the South of Ireland—he was born 
at Cork. My mother was from the 
North of Ireland; she came origin- 
ally from  Portaferry, County 
Down. We have kept a little family 
property at the latter place and 
my brother and I love to go there 
as often as we can. 


Attended Douai University 


“My father was quite young 
when he came to France to pursue 
his studies at the University of 
Douai which, as you know, because 
of its precious historic memories, 
has always had a special attraction 
for Catholics of the English tongue. 
He completed his grades there and 
when he left—speaking with ease 
four living languages—he decided 
to become a teacher. 

“He taught for some time at 
Paris. It was during this period 
that he met in the Capital the one 
who was to become my mother. 
They were married in the Church 
of St. Roch, whose boundaries 
touch my present parish of the 
Holy Madeleine. 


French parents—throughout our 
youth, they suddenly began to ad- 
dress us as vous in preparation for 
the day when we would return to 
the home clad in the soutane of the 
seminarian. 


“Their sentiments on the subject 
never changed. My good mother 
often said: ‘I have a son who re- 
mained in the world and is mar- 
ried. I have two sons who have 
become priests. I feel no more sep- 
arated from them than from the 
first. It is wrong to believe that 
one is deprived when one gives 
their sons to God.’” 


The new Bishop of Nevers then 
told me of his and his family’s 
devotion to Ireland, -which his 
brother, Henry, pastor of Notre 
Dame des Champs at Paris, has 
visited annually, at least, for the 
last 35 years. He recalled the time 
when, in company with many 
French Bishops, he visited the is- 
land of his ancestors. 


He also recalled with pleasure 
his visits to America and expres- 
sed the veneration which he has 
kept for the memory of the great 
Cardinal Gibbons. In_ conclusion 
he mentioned an incident which 
seemed to have made a deep im- 
pression upon him. 


“Do you know who was first to 
congratulate me after the an- 
nouncement of my nomination to 
the See of Nevers?” he asked. 
“Cardinal Dougherty, Archbishop 
of Philadelphia. . . He came to the 
rectory of the Madeleine to bring 
me personally his compliments and 
good wishes. Need I say that I 
shall keep a very glowing memory 
of this incident?”

MSGR. FLYNN, NEW FRENCH BISHOP, 


DESCRIBES HIS IRISH ANCESTRY, FAITH 


By M. Massiani 
(Paris Correspondent, N. C. W. C, 
NEWS SERVICE). 

Paris.—Interesting -facts con- 
eerning his Irish ancestry and 
touching memories of the excellent 
Christian education he received in 
the bosom of his family were re- 
lated by Msgr. Patrick Flynn, Bis- 
hop-elect of Nevers, in an exclusive 
interview granted this correspond- 
ent. 

Monsignor Flynn has for some 
years been practically the pastor 
of the American colony in Paris, 
the orator at all American and 
Irish religious ceremonies which, 
as a rule, took place in his church 
—the Madeleine. Throughout the 
interview just accorded, Monsignor 
Flynn spoke with that amiable 
simplicity that has endeared him to 
the hearts of Parisians. 

“My father,” he sajd, “was from 
the South of Ireland—he was born 
at Cork. My mother was from the 
North of Ireland; she came origin- 
ally from Portaferry, County 
Down. We have kept a little family 
property at the latter place and 
my brother and I love to go there 
as often as we can. 


Attended Douai University 


“My father was quite young 
when he came to France to pursue 
his studies at the University of | 
Douai which, as you know, because | 
of its precious historic memories, | 
has always had a special attraction | 
for Catholics of the English tongue. | 
He completed his grades there and 
when he left—speaking with ease 
four living languages—he decided 
to become a teacher. 

“He taught for some time at 
Paris. It was during this period 
that he met in the Capital the one 
who was to become my mother. 
They were married in the Church 
of St. Roch, whose boundaries 
touch my present parish of the 
Holy Madeleine. .

In conclusion 
he mentioned an incident which 
seemed to have made a deep im- 
pression upon him. 

“Do you know who was first to 
congratulate me after the an- 
nouncement of my nomination to 
the See of Nevers?” he asked. 
“Cardinal Dougherty, Archbishop 
of Philadelphia. . . He came to the 
rectory of the Madeleine to bring 
me personally his compliments and 
good: wishes. Need I say that I 
shall keep a very glowing memory 
of this incident?” 

The diocese entrusted to Mon- 
signor Flynn, replacing Bishop 
Chatelus who asked for retirement 
because of his advanced age, is un- 
fortunately not one of those favor- 
ed in France.

Value of Social | 
Service Schools 
In Belgium Cited 


Washington.—The graduates is- 
suing each year from four Catholic 
Social Service Schools are supply- 
ing the vitality and development 
for the Union Catholique of Bel- 
gium which, numbering nearly 
700,000 affiliates in a country of 
8,000,000, organizes virtually every 
profession and occupation, giving 
practical application to the prin- 
ciples of economic justice set forth 
in the Encyclicals of Popes Leo 
XIII and Pius XI. 

This is the conviction expressed 
by the Rev. Dr. Francis J. Haas, 
Director of the National Catholic 
School of Social Service, here, fol- 
lowing his return this week from 
a tour of first-hand study of indus- 
trial conditions in Belgium, France, 
Switzerland, Holland and Germany. 

The four Catholic Social Service 
Schools in Belgium, Dr. Haas said, 
are among the eight. social service 
schools maintained by the Govern- 
ment, and in which the Govern- 
ment grants the diplomas. A 
striking feature of the Belgium 
Catholic Schools of Social Service, 
he added, is that, being now well 
established and with their gradu-

Non-Catholic Praises | 
Catholic Church For 
Stand On Communism 


London.—Criticism of the heads 
of the Anglican Church for a weak 
policy in facing communism in 
England was uttered by the Earl 
of Glasgow, a non-Catholic, when 
he presided here at a meeting of 
the Christian Protest Movement. 

At the same time he stated that 
the Catholic Church had taken a 
strong line, and he ascribed the 
Anglican weakness as due to that 
Church’s being afraid to become 
“involved in politics.” The doctrine 
of atheism, he added, could not be 
confused with politics. 

Declaring that the Russian com- 
munists hoped to wipe out religion 
by 1933, Lord Glasgow said that 
the Communist Party in England 
was about to launch an attack 
here. At one time it was thought 
that the Soviet was content to at- 
tack religion inside its boundaries. 
Now, with the impending failure 
of the Five Year Plan, they had 
turned their attention to religion. 

There was, he said, a magazine 
circulated in this country called the 
Teachers’ International, which was 
Communist and bitterly opposed to 
religion. : 

One thing this Government 
might do, said Lord Glasgow, was 
to tell our teachers that Communist 
and anti-religious views were not 
to be tolerated. 
Literature and blasphemous ecar- 
toons and graphophone records 
parodying religious subjects were 
being prepared. 

There was now active anti-Brit- 
ish and anti-religious propaganda 
among the Moslems. Soviet pro- 
pagandists had even access to 
Mecca, a city which only 13 white 
persons had ever visited. There 
they carried on anti-religious pro- 
paganda.
